Hi; Lifeless Remains Found Upon 


the Pilot of the Engine, 


Tho Accident Occurs Five Miles North 


ot tiie City—Deceased "Waa of Ad- 


vanced Years mid a Pioneer 


of .Racine Connty. 


Henry Halborstadt, a fanner, residing

Tlio Practice of Sob»oIllnK. 


The practice o£ robsoiling cannot bo 


advised as an operation sure to benefit 
all foils, says Rural New Yorker. It is 
useful in stiff, heavy soils, where the 
subsoil is so tough nnd compacted that 
water will not flow readily through it. 
The subsoil plow opens up this rough, 
mass uud permits a mucil freer circula- 
tion of water. 
In a soil with an open, 


porous subsoil, with the particles grow- 
ing larger as we go deeper, subsoihng 
would bo the worst thing :hat could be 
done, because it wonld hasten the pas- 
sa-o of water, whilo tho object of the 
farmer should be to retain it. On these 
li-ht- <oi!s especially in droughty dis- 
tricts a mero scratching of the surface 
i« tho' host tillage. 
Many farmers went 


from Eastern farms to Dakota ami Ive- 
bniska and plowed the sod as deep as 
thoydid in t-heir former locations. They 
thus ruined the soil, and were nnabla 
to "C« it- iu grass again. 
At home they 


had heavy rainfalls and a tough subsoil, 
while in tha new place the conditions 
wove exactly opposite, and they rumert 
the soil's capacity for holding water.

"I witnessed a thunderstorm once," 


said an observant triwolJnB jnnu, "which 
was accoropanhvi by a combination of me- 
teorological phenomena that iniulo it a 
most wonderful exhibition of what tho el- 
ements can do when they find tho condi- 
tions right. Tho timo of year, In the first 
placo, was enough to havo made the thun- 
derstorm ..notable without any other unu- 
sual happenings. It was early In Febru- 
ary, 1SUO. 
I wns In Ilammondsport, N. 


Y ,'where thoro are many wine collars. 
Haminondsporf is on the west slioro, of 
Lake Kcukn.' This particular day had 
boen cloudy and unseasonably warm and 
close. 
"Tho clouds grew denser in the evening, 


and faint flashes of lightning wero fre- 
quent. About 10 o'clock tho clouds began 
to clear away, and they disappeared^ so 
rapidly that in a few minutes tho stars 
wero shining brightly all over tho sky, not 
a cloud being visible anywhere. Between 
10 and 11 oljclock the western sky began 
to grow block with heavy clouds that roll- 
ed rapidly up from behind the hills. With 
them came sharp flashes of lightning, fol- 
lowed quickly by terrific thunderclaps. A 
peculiarity of the lightning was the long 
duration ot Its Dashes, tho black clouds 
being illumined several seconds at a tlmo.

py fathers 
Aud when wo speak of our 


great presidents wo refer to those who 
overtcppud the rest either by reason of 
thoir own personal greatness or by virtue 
of the exceptionally great events in our 
history with which they wero associated. 
Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln and Grant 
-,those four -iertainly aro on tho list. 
What .other names ought to stand in tho 
samo rank with theirs we will not stop 
here to discuss. Of these famous four only 
the first was childless. 


But Thomas Jefferson was a babies' 


oresident. 
He #0* a confirmed baby wor- 


shiper and when ho got through eujoyiuf,' 
tho delights of baby play as a father, lio 
began all over again, and enjoyed them 
still moro as a grandfather. The domestic 
side of Jefferson's life is one of tho idyls of 
our history. Tender as a woman was tho 
sreat, strong, brainy mi.n, the largest fig- 
ure by all odds in-the heroic period of in- 
ilepondenco winning and constitution mak- 
ing. Devoted to his wife and never quito 
reconciled to her early death, ho had moro 
than a father's lovo for his children. He 
WHS a dotard on babies, and for tho girl 
baby, child or grandchild, ho had a fond- 
ness that was extravagant. Seven children 
were born to Thomas Jefferson, all girls 
but one. They all died in childhood, sav- 
ing one, tho oldest, Martha, afterward 
Mrs. Randolph.

The Letter Ciirricr':. Burden. 


"A round shouldered mail has hard 


work as a postman," said, an old letter 
carrier. "The usual method of carrying 
a mail pouch is over tho shoulder of tho 
ulde on which, the mail pouch hangs. This 
may seem awkward, it being the tendency 
of tho strap to slip off tho shoulder, and 
tho entire weight bears upon ono shoulder, 
yet it has proved to be the uiost conven- 
ient. It is a general 'method, as you can 
seo by referring to tho PiCT-sburg postofficc. 
Tliei-c aro over 150 carriers, and only one 
of "them departs from tho usual method. 
Ho throws tho strap over tho shoulder op- 
posite the 0:10 on which the pouch har.gs. 
Carriers look at speed and convenience 
moro tliun comfort. 
When the strap is 


thrown over the left shoulder, it leaves 
the right, hand and arm free to colloct and 
hand out mail. Loft handed men always 
carry tho strap upon tho right shoulder. 


"Yes, the weight is sometimes excess- 


ive. 
To take out 300 pounds of mail on 


one trip is no uncommon thing. Think 
of a hundred pounds supported by ono 
shoulder! Naturally this causes a con- 
tinued unnatural position of the body, so 
that postmen always havo one shoulder 
higher than tho other. The high shoulder 
bears the weight. Bi-nriug such a burden 
on a hot day is r.o plrasa-.it task.^I can as- 
sure you,"—Pittsburg Dispatch.
